1 fail to see the 
propriety of my brother from tin* l*l.v- 
tnouth church coming here now to try 
and induce this Bay conference to find 
me guiltv, which he fulled to do when 
closeted in the council. When you to¬ 
night have cost your vote, whether you 
condemn or acquit me. you will have 
blotted out the distinction between 
Congregationalism and l*re*byt»‘rinni«iii 
and you will have established n prece¬ 
dent unheard of in our church. The 
council has ahvavs been « court of filial 
Ht’ivoal and It was never intended to 
establish u permanent judiciary. 

“Had the members of that council 
thought me guilty, they should not. have 
clothed the verdict lu such ambiguous 
language that the entire press of ('ultfor- 
ula Interpreted It to mesn just the oppo* 
slte. The framers of that verdict Knew 
the value of words, uud they knew how to 
juggle with language. If they did noi 
mean uu acquittal Why did they add the 
hope and sole utilise It by the sw<adness of 
prayer—the hope that my future will he 
more fruitful than my past? What futureV 
lu a lawyer's office? No; they menut la 
the ministry, or this was cruel sureosin. 

“The Imrdvu of the accusations against 
me this afternoon tended to show that ! 
hud connived ut the <11 mi ppeanmeo of Mrs. 
Tunned. The greatest evidence In support 
of this charge was the fuel that 1 hud 
sent n little uumey to Mr*. Tunnell. Why 
should I not? She was the closest friend 
of my most Important witness, and It was 
only natural that I should send her money.

conference of Congregational ministers, 
ill session In Oakland, .voted to adopt 
resolution* Himpen ling Rev. Dr. C. O. 
Brown from the conference until he lui® 
cU*ansl UU character. The vote whs 43 
fo 32. Dr. Brown's son became great¬ 
ly excited when the remit was made 
Luivn. and denonneed Dr. Mef^nn In 
unmeasured terms. He even trletl to 
noHiutlt him, but was held back by his 
friend*. 

Al tin* conference on Tuesday Dr 
Brown was atrougly arraigned by a 
number of minister*. Hatch, ininiBor 
of the Berkeley church, said at fit*- 
touncil he had Stood by Brown uud had 
held the council back from condemning 
Brown too strongly. Now. however, lie 
wit* thoroughly '<»nrlnced of Brown's 
guilt of untrutlifuliii* 8 s and improper 
conduct, and of his general uu wort hi¬ 
re'** to preach. Rev. Mr. Freeman, of 
Oakland, said that a man Who pay* 
blackmail change* the presumption in 
hi* case from Innocence to guilt. Rev. 
Dr. McLean thought Dr. Brown should 
not be allowed to preach, and Judge 
Huron moved that Brown be suiqiomh'd 
from the ministry uiitij such time ns he 
cleared lib* character. A long discussion 
billowed on this. Rev. Philip Combs 
said the ministers were trying to set 
n*ido their owu verdict, given through 
the council, because Brown had not te- 
«*iv«l tin* verdict in a proper spirit. 

Deacon Brown took the platform. He 
Maid that nubile sentiment must not in- 
t.-rferc with the deliberations >f the 
church, for in this case the public was 
not tin* judge. The council had found 
that there was not sulficiont, evidence j 
to convict Dr. Brown, and he wanted to ;

now-, when there was no new evidence, i 

Dr. L. J. McLean followed in n ; 
vere Hrrnitrnmont of the aeeti*cd jmstor. j 
,He said that he could delived himself i 
of all he had to say in twelve minutes 
or in thirty minutes. The conference 
emfitisl to 1dm an«l to Dr. Brown mi- 
Mmittsl time in width to speak. Dr. 
I\lcls*an so id : 

"I went into the counell, of which I 
had the honor to be the moderator, 
with the thought that Dr. Brown would 
be uremitted of the charges against 
him. As the trial went on a sickening 
feeling crept Into my heart, and us the 
evidence continued it grew and grew, 
until It scmisl eoih*<l about my heart 
like some black and damning serpent. 
The proceeding* to-day are a logical se- 
Otiel • ( the work of the council. That 
council was no! called to judge of the 
Innocence or of tire guilt of Dr. Brown. 
It whs formed to inquire into the 
charges «m! report to the church. We j 
found Ihnt the grosser charges were not I 
eiibstuiitiut-ed bv the evidence.- Nor 
were they disproved by the cvbb nee. 
There were many doubts generated there, 
not by our action-, but by the evidence 
of Dr. Brown, and by the disappearance 
of the witnesses who could have thrown : 
considerable light on the subject. The i 
findings of the cornifi) left three grave I 
doubts. The disappearance of Mr*, j 
Tunnel certainly loked a* If it hud been 
connived at in the house of Dr. Brown. 
AVe ciive him the benefit of the doubt, 
and extended the inn idle of charity as 
Tar ns possible. 

"Thi* finding* of I hi* council have 
been before the public for a month.

While the condemnation is very severe 
i? { » no more severe than the finding* 
of the council warrant."

The vehement denunciation in the 
('lilted States senate of Spanish cru¬ 
elty and MoodtMrBtlnoa* in the cotidu l 
of the wnr Hgaitist the Cuban patriots 
has called forth n storm of protect from 
the Spanish nation. Senur Dupuy «e 
Lome, the representative in Washington 
of his most Catholic majesty, has even 
•h gone to the trouble of analyzing seme 
of the accusations hurled at his country¬ 
men, and has auftceeded in exposing mi¬ 
nor errors of fact in Senator Sherman s 
presentation of tin* case against them.

FRENCH MINISTRY RESIGN. 

The Bourgeois Mlolnstry Resign • Office 
—A Class Struggle. 

Paris, April 22.—According to 
pupera hero President Fame has <Je 
,rlintil to countersign the bill providing 
for the revision of the constitution, 

which Premier Bourgeois wished to 
MLhmh to the chamber of deputies when 
that body n>-assembles to-day. As a 
result of a special summons following 
the action of the senate In postponing 
the vote on the Madagascar credit, and 
in view of l ho president's refusal to 
sign the bill, the members of the radi¬ 
cal loft party have decided not to In¬ 
troduce n motion denytng the senate 
the right to be the sole inferpretator of 
the constitution, and demanding that a 
meeting of the national assembly be 
called to decide the question In dispute. 

The newspapers anticipate that the 
series of manoeuvres are calculated to 
compel M. Bourgeois to remain in of¬ 
fice, and express the opinfoh that the 
coming session of th? chamber of depu¬ 
ties will he fruitful of surprises and 
that the statement which the premier 
will make is likely to produce a grant 
effect. Roughly speaking, the crisis 
about the resolution has resolved Itself 
iu*o u struggle between the classes re- 
presented l*y the senate and the ministry 
said to represent rhp mosses. 

Almost immediately nf>r the re-ns- 
, scudding of the clminbe^f'deputioa to¬ 
day M. Bourgeois announced the reatg- 
natiou of the eabiuot. The chamber 
of deput! *h was crowded. M. Bour¬ 
geois and his colleagues withdrew as 
soon as the nunomicctnciit had beer, 
made. The retiring ministry const** 
of M. Bourgeois, premier and minister 
of foreign affairs; M. Rumen, minister 
of the Interior. M. Cavaigtmc, minister 
of war; M. Lockroy, minister of ‘he 
navy; M. Uicurri. minister of justice; 
M. Doumer, minister of finance; M. 
Vigor, minister of agriculture: M. 
Combes, minister of education; M. Mc- 
siireur. minister of commerce; M. Gny- 
ot d’Essnigne. minister of public works; 
M. Level I It*. minister of the eolouic*. 
'The ministry was formed on October 
21*. 180ft on the fall of the Ribot cab¬ 
inet, as a result of the southern railroad 
scandals. The only change in live com¬ 
position of the ministry since then has 
been the retirement «»f M. BottUteiol, 
who was minister of foreign affairs. 
That iwrdoUo waa then assumed by the 
premier, also minister for the interior, 
anil M. Harrien was appointed for the I 
interior.

In pursuance 
of the rule the magistrate return**! an 
nmended conviction, omitting tlie hard 
labor which had been imposed iu the 
first Instance The point was raised that 
after a convietiou bad been returned to 
the county Court anti then* filed that no 
amendment conlu bo made. On this 
point ex parte Austen, 4 L. T.. 102, waa 
cited, and I*ord Odleridge says that no 
authority exists which support* the doc¬ 
trine that once a laid conviction bn* 
been filed in the records of the quarter 
sessions the magistrate in answer to a 
rule to set it aside may return a good 
one. I don’t think Lord Coleridge means 
that after a conviction has once l*een 
returned to the quarter session* it can 
not he altered in any respect, a* the 
contrary- bn* been held in many cases. 
See Bel wood v. Mount. Cap. 0, p. 7ft. 
and Charter v. Graeme, IS Ad., and 
Ellis, N. 8., 216.

Contract for the Conveyance Has Been 
Awarded by tlu* (lovcriuncut. 

Captain William Moore, the well 
known prospector and explorer, has se¬ 
cured u contract from the Dominion 
government for currying three letter 
mail* into Fort Cudahy nnd Forty Mile 
Frock, Ciiundkui territory. The first of 
thpwc umils will leave Victoria by the 
To|M*kn, HHillng from Victoria on May 
18th. Captain Moor?, who i* at pres¬ 
ent in the city, will leave for Alaska 
by the next steamer In order to have 
boat# and men ready for tho convey¬ 
ance of the mail. Upon it* arrival nt 
Juneau, where It will In* turned over to 
him. he will take It by steamer to the 
bay ut the head of the Lynn canal. 
T.'ii* bay is within u few day*' Hailing 
from Victoria, i* free from ice nnd nc- 
ecsslble to ocean steamer* ot all times 
dtiring the year. From here the White 
Pass route will be used, aud the mail 
must In* packed by men through four¬ 
teen Vniles of Alasluin territory, eight 
miles, of which tit very rough. The ifiail 
must !*■ packed eighteen mile* further 
V. British UoSumhiA territory before 
Toosb-kie lake, the nearest navigable 
isvint on the Yukon river, I* reached. 
From Toosb-hie lake the route is n com¬ 
paratively cany one, a* Iwmta will be 
user! on the Yukon to carry the mail* 
to Fort Cudahy. Heretofore the efforts 
to take mall into Forty Mile Creek 
proved un*uecemful, the task being one 
of great difficulty. Bereral taco sacri¬ 
ficed their live* iu the attempt; the mail 
was lost and L* now buried under the 
snow. Cant a in Moore is of the opinion 
that the White Pam route does not 
offer the same hardship* aa the OhiU 
knot route, through which th* nnluc- 
eessful effort was made fo carry the 
mnik.
